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REMARKS

g. Species G, directed toward Fig. 12; 

h. Species H, directed toward Fig. 13; 

i. Species I, directed toward Fig. 14; 
j. Species J, directed toward Fig. 15; 
k. Species K, directed toward Fig. 18; 
I. Species L, directed toward Fig. 19. 

In response to the restriction/election requirement, applicant hereby elects, 
without traverse, species A, shown in Figs. 1-6. Claims 1 and 2 are readable on 
the elected species. It is noted that claim 1 is generic to all disclosed species and 
that, upon allowance of a generic claim, the non-elected species, including claims 3 
- 7, will be considered by the Examiner.
